Wichita, Kansas, Sept. 26— 

Bulletin— President Wilson today 
cancelled tlie remainder of his 
tour under orders from Admiral 
Cary Grayson, the president's 
physican, and will return to 
Washington direct from Wichita 
Admiral Grayson gave illness 'and 
physical exhaustion as the rea- 
son for his action.' 

Although there is nothing criti' 
cal about the President's condi' 
tion, Dr. Grayson declared a ner 
vous reaction affecting his diges 
.ive organs made a suspension of 
his trip imperatve. 

The President was ill most of 
the night and the decision to re 
turn at o;ice to the capital was 
rieached just before the train ar- 
rived at Wichita. 

The President wanted to con- 
tinue his speaking program but 
Dr. Grayson would not permit it 
and the President's address which 
was to have heen delivered at th 
Forum building this morning was 
cancelled. 

The presidential train did not 
pull into tlie station here wiu rc 
larpe crowd was awaitin},' him, 
although he wanted to at least 
greet 'the people. Dr. Grayson 
would not permit him to leave his 
l>rivate car. 

Details of the President's indis- 
position were not' revealed but it 
IS indicated he had a slight touch 
of indigestion which Dr. (layson 
thought would pass away (piickly 
if the President remained in bed. 

Secretary Tumuity issued a 
statement saying "the President 
^has exerted himself so coiistanth 
and has been under such a strain 
during the last month and has' so 
spent himself without reserve on 
this trip that it has brought on a 
nervous reaction in his digestive 
organs." 

The presidential special will re- 
turn by way of Kansas City ;m. 
St. Louis, reaching ■ Washington 
Sunday morning. The President 
appeared to be standing travel 
well but it became known tod- 
he had been sufTcrinp for several 
days from a headache. He has 
made nearly 40 speeches since 
leaving Washington September 
3rd, and had five yet to make, in- 
cluding one in Louisville next 
Monday.

a greater tlian ever program of peace 
production. I.«t's settle all this wnr 
business and do something, say the 
Mormons, and they have said so for- 
mally because recently the President 
of the Mormon Cliurch, Heber .T. Omnt. 
pledged them ell to the league. 

It was Mr. Grant, n flne-lookin? 
elder of the church, who sat beside ilie 
President when he dellvere<l his main 
address in the rrali Tabernacle. It 
was from tlie rcil velvet pulpit of old 
.losepli Smith himself lliat the Presi- 
dent spoke, and 't was to a crowd of 
more than i;}.00() ibat he addressed 
Ills words on the league. _ 

Attacks Reservation. 

He. bitterly allacked one i>roi)osed 
reservation whieli said that the Uni- 
ted Stales sluMild not assume the nl)ll- 
jratlon of pirsorvini; the territorial or 
political inic;;riiy of any old country. 
That, llie I'resident said, was a repu- 
diation of tlie wlioii" covenant In which 
we dediired ourselves a part when we 
sent our men to Kiwope to fight against 
the rule of autocracy. 

Tie went on: Does the. United' States 
want to say to the nations wlth^ whom 
tt stood in this great struggle, "We 
have seen .vou through ^on the battle- 
field, but now we are done? Do we 
want to say we are not going to stand 
by you now tliat the flchtlng Is over?" 
Vrom the prrcit audience In the tnh- 
pmacle came loiul choruses of No ! No. ! 

Mr. Wilson took Article 10. under 
wliicli bis enemies luive said the Uni- 
ted Stales )ni;;lit be called upon to 
fight for natior.alities fai' (Vom us and 
not known to us. He demanded' to 
know If there was :i f1r(> in Utah would 
tile Are flu'liliii-' Inices of .\rlzona 1m 
called u|ion i<< (|iii iicb it. There were 
more cries ^)f No. So he explained, 
the neurijst members of ilie Jeague in 
Kurope would be naked to quench dis- 
turbances. The President pointed out 
that imder Article 10 nothing could be 
done unless by a u.-antmons vote, 
which included tlwt of 'the United 
States, and he added Itf Is tticonreiv- 
abie that the United States could be 
drawn In except that the Are of ihe 
war spread to the whole world, and 
would we wait, then? Tiiere were more 
choruses of No from .the Immense 
gathering. 

Pro-Germans Oppose League. 

Mr. Wilson repeated the assertion 
made In several previous addresses 
that the greatest forces which now op- 
posed the league were the forces that 
liad hopt*d and worki-d for Germany 
while we were at war, and lie said 
that nil the serious Interests openly 
airaliisl the leacue were pro-CJermuii 
Interests. He hoped, he said, that 
those senators who were opposlnj: tlie 
league would retul the peace treaty 
over again and reflect upon it most 
seriously before they would deny i*. 

Before reaching Salt Lake City the 
President had the experience of riding 
close to several slseable forest fires, 
whic'i were rather uncomfoct'ably near 
and then of passing over the waters 
of the great nnlt T.<ake; He end Mrs. 
Wilson enjoyed the quoinf old city Im- 
mensely, and befof' lie v dei'iirturt 
looked over the sacced relics of tJiultli 
and ttie earU' founders of the fnitb.
